ACROSS THE PLAINS.BY WAQON. 


Wherein the Joarucy la Different fr«; 


What It VTai In '40. 


A da.y or two since a family of immi- 


grants from southern Kansas, who had 
jraveled all the way across to Oregon 
in their own wagon and were five 
months'- on the way, camped a few 
miles east of this city, says the Port- 
land Oregonian. So seldom do immi- 
grants "cross the plains" with teams 
nowadays that Mr. Sn,-ith inquired how 
they had come to make the trip. 


The immigrant said there were many 


more families on the way, strung along, 
whom he had passed. 
He had become 


weary of the ups and downs of life in 
Kansas, and had started to make a 
home on Lewis river, where he had 
some friends. He was a man cf some 
means, and had a wife and several 
half grown children. When he con- 
cluded to emigrate he had-nine horses, 
one of them a mare for which he had 
paid five hundred dollars. He could 
not sell them for anything, so con- 
cluded to drive to Oregon, save raiiroad 
fare, and have his horses after he got 
here. 
He" bought a carriage and a cart 


for his family, and, loading his outfit 
in a farm wagon, hitched up his horses 
and struck out. 


The man's account of the trip shows 


that, while crossing the plains now is 
much the same as in the days of '49 and 
'thereabouts, in other respects it is a 
very different affair. For instance, in- 
stead of finding plenty of grass for his 
stock and game for his family, he found 
no game, and had to buy feed for his 
horses all the way, the "plains" being 
now comparatively a settled country. 
As^far as wear and tear to wagons and 
animals-goes, the trip was all that 
Qould have been anticipated. He lost 
all his horses, his cart and carriage, 
and- came through the Barlow Gate 
with a pair of eastern Oregon cayuses 
hitched to his farm wagon, the w'heels 
of which were braced with oak grubs 
and body bound up with withes. He 
said his five hundred-dollar mare was 
stolen, and the others had succumbed 
to alkali water and other things. . He 
now says it would have been:'cheaper 
to shoot his horses and come by rail- 
road. He could have arrived -at his 
destination in three days from the time 
he started at a cost of about two hun- 
dred dollars. 
However, he did not 


care. They had seen the country, and 
had at last reached the promised land. 


From the Kansas man's account 


there are several score families follow- 
ing on his trail. It is a comfort to 
know that there will be no trouble in 
finding bread for them, and bacon, too, 
should any of them chance to arrive 
hungry, as %vas often the case in days 
gone by.

In times of peace he would 
train French dogs to bite lav figures 
wearing Prussian helmets, in order that 
on the outbreak of the war the kennels 
of the whole country mightrbe mobil- 
ized and let loose on the enemy. Then 
there 
are numerous 
proposals for 


bridging rivers by means of ropes 
attachefl-to cannon balls, and a pho- 
tographer suggests a novel kind of cap- 
tive shell, which, breaking over the 
fortified position of an enemy, would 
disclose a small camera attached to a 
parachute. The enemy's fortifications 
would be instantaneously photographed 
and the apparatus hauled back by the 
string and the negatives developed at 
leisure. Two ideas are very inhuman. 
One is a scheme for sending large 
quantities of poisoned needles, as if in 
charity, to the enemy's generals, who 
would of course, distribute them to 
their forces, and so poison their unfor- 
tunate users; and the other to charge 
explosive bullets with pepper. 
Two 


objects are pursued by the inventor of 
the pepper—its discharge would blind 
the enemy and the great demand for 
the condiment in time of war would 
stimulate the trade of the French col- 
onies and increase the revenue of the 
country. There are also many other 
equally absurd proposals, such "as sug- 
gestions for making soup by machinery, 
growing potatoes on barrack roofs in 
December and killing whole army corps 
of Prussians by post—but they are too 
numerous to be mentioned.

Engineers haver estimated that the 


total water power of- Niagara falls is 
seven million; horse power. This esti- 
mate, to be sure, is in the main only a 
R-uess, but when the area drained into 
the lakes above Lake Ontario .and pass-" 
ing through Niagara river be consid- 
ered, the guess or estimate does not 
seem to be .too large. Theivater sur- 
l*?^ the great lakes above Ontario is 
84,000 square miles, and the watershed 
of these lakes Is 240A000 square miles- 
more than twice the area of Great Brit- 
•in and Ireland, The total length of 
shore-line is &.000 miles, whUe the TO!- 
umeof water is 0,000 cubic miles, of 
which Lake Superior contains almost 
one-half. The rate of outflow at Buf- 
falo is from 217;000 to 375,000 cubic- feet 
per second, while the fall of the catar- 
act is 105 feet. The volume of water 
in the lakes is such that it has been es- 
timated that even if no rain fell the. 
low of the river would be continued at 
ts present rate for one hundred years— 
that is, if the lakes could be gradually 
drained. 


These are very large figures,' says 


Harper's Weekly, but in the main they 
are the results of exact measurements.

small water powers in the world 


are uneven, and are affected by floods 
' 
and droughts; jbut'this' great power at 
Niagara is as constant as anything in 
•his world can be, not even ith'e ice in 
Jie severest and longest winter ever 
known-appreciably: changing it. The 
present plant is intended only to utilize 
125,000:horse:pQw.er, .and the turbines 
now in place are only for a small part 
of this. Other turbine wheels will DO 
put in place as the demand for the 
power grows. The general plan of the 
company contemplates the ultimate use 
of 450,000 horse-power on the American 
side and a like amount in Canada. Such 
a ^ power would turn all the wheels 
within a radius of 500 miles of the 
falls. At the present time a considera- 
ble part of the power developed is to be 
taken to Buffalo by electric transmis- 
sion, and it is the confident expectation 
of the electricians now at work on the 
problem .that the power can be taken 
as far east as Albany, 300 miles away, 
and delivered there cheaper than power 
can be generated by burning coal. If 
this be so, then all the country be- 
tween Albany and the falls will be ad- 
mirably adapted for manufacturing, 
while the Erie canal will afford cheap 
and tolerably quick transportation,.for 
tthere seems to be little difficulty in the 
way of hauling these boats by electric- 
al power.

It would seem, 
therefore, says Cassier's Magazine, that 
the floating equipments of naval powers 
of to-day ought to give good accounts 
themselves in point of marksmanship if 
-called into action, though it would be 
presumptuous to undertake to fore- 
shadow possible results. If, on the 
other hand, past experience counts for 
anything, there would seem to have 
been a notable decline in accuracy in 
naval gunnery, growing with succes- 
sive improvements in naval archite<y 
ture and naval armament. It was esti- 
mated some years ago, from data fur- 
nished by target practice at sea, that a 
heavy gun must be discharged fifty 
times to make one effective hit. The 
old smooth-bores were credited with 
killing a man by the discharge of the 
gun's weight in shot; in other words 
three tons of thirty-two-pounder shot 
were required for the purpose. 
Actual 


service test with modern high-power 
guns, however—guns weighing twelve 
tons—has, within the past ten or twelve 
years, shown that it took about sixteen 
tons of projectiles to accomplish the 
same thing. It is interesting to note 
from what statistics are available that 
the introduction of rifled muskets into 
the armies has had a somewhat siinilar 
result The old-time muskets, it is 
said, killed a man by iiring at him his 
own weight in lead bullets, but the 
modern rifle, in the hands of the aver- 
age soldier, so it has been figured out, 
does not effect a fatality until it has 
discharged twice the man-"s weight in 
lead. Both here, as well as in naval 
shooting, therefore, there has been 
shown to be an important demand for 
greater skill and care. Whether this 
has been met in any measure, future 
hostilities only will tell.

or as wood-choppers and weavers dur- 
ing the winter. Hundreds of house- 
holders in this vicinity rely for their 
whole year's supply of" milk, butter and 
cheese on a single cow, and must mak* 
hay on the mountains while the sun 
shines—during- August and September. 
Every canton hi Switzerland has its 
hay laws which set apart two monthi 
during the year for hay gathering and 
which appoint the very day on which 
the work may be commenced, besidei 
imposing many other oppressive ordi- 
nances and regulations. As soon as 
the hay day has come these complacent, 
easily contented, semi-Roman Teutons 
gather in convivial '-companies and be- 
gin their climbing'marches amid the 
yodliug of popular ditties and the sing- 
ing of religious hymns. All carry al- 
penstocks, scythes, rakes and ropes and 
a small knapsack of food and drinlc, 
sufficient for several days. 


Often places are encountered where 


the grass is especially rich and lux- 
uriant, but which can only be reached 
by dangling a mower down over the 
cocks and thus enabling him to gather 
& few sackfuls of hay at a time, when 
another man Is let down to finish the 
plot. It is generally found most ex- 
pedient to select some accessible spot 
near the mountain road and then to 
throw the hay bundles from the va- 
rious little meadows along the paths, 
And it is marvelous with what dex- 
terity the rakers have learned to throw 
their bundles. 


Sometimes, however, no such con- 


venient place can be found; then the 
poor people are compelled to carry 
their heavy, compact bundles .on their 
shoulders down the steep, dangerous 
mountain path or to let them down 
with ropes from one to another some- 
what like the water carriers of ancient 
Egypt-
